with another new Iris Catalogue that is more elaborate 
than ever. I keep promising myself that I will issue 
these elaborate catalogues only every second year, just 
sending out a price list during the alternate years; but 
I never have been able to resist the temptation of 
getting out a new catalogue each year, with new and 
better colored illustrations. This one is the Masterpiece 
of them all, and as I have received many complimentary 
letters regarding previous issues, I am sure this one 
will be fully appreciated. 

But there is unfortunately the other side of the 
picture that must be considered. These elaborate 
catalogues cost a lot of money, and as I send out three 
catalogues and several folders each year, all illustrated 
in color, it costs me about a dollar a year to keep 
a mame on my mailing list.

as just every day plant enthusiasts. The late beloved 
Queen Marie once wrote me in happier days from 
Bucharest, after I had planned an Iris collection for 
Her Majesty’s gardens by special request: “I am very 
pleased with your list of Irises, and delighted to see 
the personal interest you take in my collection. You 
may be sure that your plants will be in the hands of a 
great flower lover.” 

It has been my aim, by testing thousands of new 
plants, to be able to offer plants of higher quality, 
that are not readily obtainable elsewhere. 

All orders will be filled with large, strong, 
healthy, flowering size plants and all plants are of 
course guaranteed true-to-name. There is no place 
in the world where this is more carefully guarded 
than in my gardens and on my farms. 

I always send the finest plants I have of the variety 
ordered. Hach variety will of course be properly labeled 
and carefully packed. 

I ship them all over the world successfully and they 
arrive as safely abroad, where I make many shipments 
annually, as they do right in my own State. I have 
never had a single complaint about one of the foreign 
shipments, so no matter where you are located you 
need not hesitate to entrust your orders to me. 

If you prefer to leave the selection to me, rather 
than decide upon it yourself, just give me an 
idea of what you would like and | will be pleased 
to give my personal attention to making the se- 
lection for you, making the selection as carefully 
as though it were made for my own planting. | 
am sure you will be more than pleased with any 
selections | make for you. 

All prices are strictly net cash. Prices are per 
plant, excepting where otherwise stated. 

Planting and cultural directions will accom- 
pany ail shipments.

As I receive many thousands of small orders it is necessary for me to avoid the 
details of billing, book-keeping and collecting these accounts. Therefore a check, 
money order, cash, or stamps should be sent with the order. In case cash or stamps 
are sent the letter should be registered for your protection. If you live on a Rural 
Route, your letter carrier will be glad to buy a money order for you. No shipments 
are made C, O. D., as we have found it very unsatisfactory. 


For several years I tried the experiment of prepaying the express charges or 
postage. While the amount paid on an individual order was usually very small, I 
have learned by experience that twenty or thirty thousand of such payments 
in a season wipes out all the profits, whereas if each purchaser will pay the small 
express charge on his shipment, it will not be a hardship on anyone. I will therefore 
hereafter send everything by Express. charges collect, the small express charge to 
be paid to the express company on delivery of package. It shipment by parcels 
post is necessary, please include sufficient to cover postage.

Miniature Bearded Iris 


This group is the direct result of crossing two distinct 
Species, one of which is Pumila, a stemless Iris, found in 
Austria-Hungary, South Russia and the Caucasus; the other 
is Chamaeiris, a native of Southern France and Northern 
Italy, which produces flowers on stems 6 to 10 inches in height. 
By crossing these our modern Miniature Iris have been pro- 
duced, with all of the beauty of both Species, on the flowering 
stems of Chamaeiris, and with all of the ruggedness of the 
latter very rugged variety. The results of these crosses have 
been flowers that are handsome beyond description, in new 
colors and types never found in either parent. They have, in 
miniature form, all the characteristics of the Tall Bearded Iris 
and are prodigious bloomers. They begin to flower in April in 
our northern states, and continue until the middle of May. 
A few Everbloomers and Spring and Fall bloomers 
are also found in this group. They are hardy anywhere, 
and are ideal for the rock garden, or for planting in small beds, 
or along the edge of a perennial border; in fact any place 
where low growing free flowering plants are required.

It was in the gardens of Sir Michael Foster, Member of the British Parliament, 
and a Pioneer Iris student, that this remarkable race had its origin, for the earliest 
of our Pogocyclus Hybrids are the results of his efforts. In fact many of the varieties 
on this page came originally from the gardens of Sir Michael Foster . Little further 
was accomplished for many years, until the introduction of Wm. Mohr, an American 
introduction, named after the originator, who as a result of an unfortunate auto 
accident, never lived to see it in flower. Wm. Mohr proved to be the largest and 
finest of all, as the result of a new combination in which the elusive and very 
handsome ‘‘Gatesii’’ was one of the parents. Since that time three new intro- 
ductions of outstanding merit have put in their appearance, all offspring of 
Wm. Mohr, namely Mohrson, Grace Mohr, and Ormohr, all improvements on 
Wm. Mobhr, principally in the height of the flowering stalk and size of flower.

Russia and Central Europe are the home of Iris ‘‘Siberica”’ 
while ‘‘Orientalis’”’ comes from Manchuria and Japan. These 
two species have been crossed and the qualities and character- 
istics of both parents have been blended together and inter- 
mingled to produce a race that is now commonly called 
“Siberian Iris.’ 

They are all quite hardy, and many eminent authorities 
consider them the most elegant of all Irises. They are of the 
easiest culture and are prodigious bloomers, an established 
clump often producing fifty or more flowering stalks. They 
grow on long thin tubular stems, have ornamental, grass- 
like foliage and are excellent cut flowers, lasting a long time 
when cut. They bloom about the same time as the “Bearded” 
Tris. They are especially fine for landscape work, or for border- 
ing a brook or pond, where they should be kept just above the 
water line. They prefer a moist, well-drained, sunny situation 
and soil that is richin humus, but will take care of themselves 
almost anywhere. In fact, I have had them do exceedingly 
well in almost full shade, where the soil was quite dry. The 
best fertilizer is well-rotted stable manure. Avoid lime, also 
bone meal on account of its lime content.

This list contains only the very finest Peonies. No variety is included 
in this list unless it is officially rated at 80 or over, which is the official 
rating of the American Peony Society for ‘very good.” Most of them 
are rated 85 or better and about 50 of them are rated 90 or better. The 
five very highest rated varieties are included. They are Le Cygne 9.9, 
Therese 9.8, Kelway’s Glorious 9.8, Solange 9.7, and Mrs. A. M. Brand 
9.6. In fact, this collection includes ALL of the very finest and highest 
rated Peonies. 


This list is not only made up from a quality standpoint as to varieties, 
but with the idea of furnishing good strong, sound roots that will give 
satisfaction to the most critical; roots that are healthy and rugged, free 
from disease and of strong flowering size, three to six eyes to a plant. 


Although printer’s ink costs money, and these descriptions must be 
necessarily brief, I have tried to give some idea of the character of each 
variety, for each Peony included in these collections is there because it 
has an individual beauty that is not duplicated in any other variety. 
The flowering season is also given, as this will help in selecting varieties 
that will extend the season into the longest limit possible.

the principal thing to remember in planting being to see that the eyes 
are not more than an inch or two below the surface. Too deep planting 
is the most common cause of failure to flower. The varieties here listed will all flower profusely, increasing in beauty from year to 
year and may be left undisturbed for 20 years. 


There are three distinct types of Peonies; Doubles, the large showy varieties with a multiplicity of petals; Singles, having one 
or more rows of petals, with a centre of stamens; and the Japanese type, in which these stamens have been developed into narrow 


petaloids, surrounded by one or more rows of guard petals, the Japanese type being somewhat like the singles, but more devel- 
oped. Each type has its special adherents; all are different, and each type adds something to the Peony Garden. 


To make it more convenient in selecting your order, I have grouped these three types separately. I trust you will enjoy reading 
the brief descriptions.
